MACHINE THE CAUSE 


Eipeit o i Explosives Will Make 


Thorough Probe. 


Washington, Ju ly 3.— A tremendous 
explosion, 
believed 
to 
limn 
been 
caused by some kind of bomb or in­ 
fernal machine, 
wrecked the public 
reception room in the senate wing, 
on tile east side of the Capitol, short* 
ly before midnight. 
No one was in­ 
jured. 
Officials believe the explosive was 
placed by a 
crank who desired to 
create a sensation. 
Visitors were allowed in the room 
during the day and a timed machine 
might have been left without attract­ 
ing attention. 
Superintendent Woods of the Capi­ 
tol 
building, 
summoned 
by 
panic 
stricken watchman, made a hurried 
investigation and then telephoned for 
an expert on explosives. 
Until the 
expert has made his report no official 
statement 
concerning 
the 
incident 
will be made piddle. 
Part of tile ceiling and side walls 
of the room were shaken down, a huge 
mirror and a crystal chandelier shat­ 
tered and the doors blown open. 
One 
of the doors led into the office of the 
vice president and is said not to have 
been opened in forty years. 
The explosion 
took 
place on the 
second floor of the building, next to 
the office of the sergeant at artiis. 
The 
doors of 
the 
Capitol 
were 
closed immediately after the explo­ 
sion and no one; was permitted to en­ 
ter while the luxestigation wan under 
way. 
Persona who reached the ('apitol 
Siam after the explosion occurred said 
they noticed the ouor of burned pow­ 
der which persisted fifteen or twenty 
minutes. 
At tile time of the explosion the 
( ’apitol had been dosed since dark 
and no one was in the building, ex­ 
cept the few’ watchmen on duty and 
telephone operators. 


Watchman Badly Shocked. 


The watchman In the hall directly 
below the reception room said he was 
almost blown from his chair by the 
force of the blast. 
He declared that 
no one could have been near the room 
for hours. 
The report could be heard for a 
great distance and in a few minutes 
a crowd of excited persons had gath­ 
ered on the east plaza. 
In the mean­ 
time lights had been switched on and 
excited officials 
were 
rushing hack 
and forth on two floors of the great 
building. 
After the Ii cst rumors of a bomb 
some of tile investigators concluded 
that 
the blast hud 
been caused by 
spontaneous combustion in a gas pip*-. 
The sides of the wall were torn out, 
however, ami all the pipes apparently 
were intact. 
T h e r e had been no gas 
fixtures on the senate side since an 
explosion occurred there nearly twen­ 
ty years ago. 
A strong odor permeated the build­ 
ing. but none seemed able to detect 
Just what it was. 
No trace could be 
found of an exploded bomb nor of 
anything 
else 
which 
might 
have 
caused the blast. 
Superintendent Woods said he had 
examined tile structural features of 
the building and found that there was 
no damage other than in the immedi­ 
ate vicinity of the reception room. 
W hile some officials 
thought the 
explosion was the work of an irre­ 
sponsible crank, with no other end 
In view than a sensation, others seri- 
nisly suggested that it might 
have 
been penetrated by a person desiring 
to 
demonstrate 
his disapproval 
of 
tome of the policies of the American 
government, 
it 
was apparent 
that 
there was no intent to destroy life, as 
it is generally known that the room is 
emptv at night. 
Home Idea of the force of the blast 
was gained 
by the discovery of a 
chandelier crystal, '.nto the connect­ 
ing link of which a splinter of wood 
fad been driven.

of war. 
But Gen. Cadorna Is deter­ 
mined when tin* Italian 
offensive 
starts rolling down upon Austria,

readiness. 
Italy is not “going off half cocked." 
The Italian loss1 s in the prelim in­ 
ary skirm ishing have been very light. 
Everywhere along tin- frontier, I saw 
magnificently furnished but Idle lied 
Cross trains.

ice, in Udine and elsewhere n ear tile 
firing line ure practically empty. 
Italian commanders an* elated at 
the brilliant performances of their 
troops to date. 
The accuracy of the 
Italian gunnery in particular has oc­ 
casioned surprise.

mount. 
Otherwise, the Adriatic cannot become an Italian lake. 
Until Italy became a belligerent neither Servia nor Monten­ 
egro showed any interest in the Albanian situation. 
The n a t­ 
ural m ilitary offensive of the two Balkan kingdoms is rath e r in 
tin* opposite direction through Bosnia and Herzogvinta. 
The 
only intelligible reason, in f a d why the Slavs should strike at 
AI bn la. is because it Is becoming necessary for thorn to possess 
a defensive weapon which may compel Italy to moderate her a n ­ 
ti Slavonic policy. 
A large part of the territory 
which 
Italy 
hopes to annex as lier part of til© war loot is inhabited almost 
entirely by Slavs. 
The serious m ilitary situation in Galicia doubtless compelled 
Russia to refrain from presing her objections to Italy’s expan­ 
sionist policy vv Ii ftp the Home governm ent was seeking its price 
for intervention. But the stipulations in this bond do not seem to 
have been signed by Servia aud Montenegro. 
It is probable 
Italy did not believe those countries wortli considering In her 
bargaining with 
the allies. 
If this turns out to be the tru th 
the Italian diplomacy Is in danger of being effectively count­ 
ered by the Slavs. 
The occupation of Albania by Slav troops will be of im­ 
mense service to Ban-Slavontc interests when the.day of peace 
comes. 
Because of the Slav counter stroke Italy will probably 
lie unable to annex th e Slavonic territory of Austro-Hungary 
and at (lie same time establish her claims to Albania.
